In  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  22/58,  I  have 
pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1958. 

This  year  the  local  birth  rate  (l6.4)  exactly  equals  that  for 
England  and  Wales  (16.4). 

The  local  death  rate  (ll.l)  was  this  year  below  the  National 
rate  (ll.7).  The  local  still-birth  and  infant  mortality  rates 
are  seen  to  approximate  closely  to  the  National  rates  for  the  year. 

There  was  no  infectious  outbreak  during  the  year  apart  from 
widespread  measles  starting  in  December  and  going  well  into  1959. 

I  would  acknowledge  the  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  this 
Report  from  Mr. S.M. Jackson,  your  Surveyor  and  Public  Health 
Inspector,  who  is  responsible  for  the  sections  on  sanitary  matters.

SECTION  C  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  whole  of  the  district,  with  the  exception  of  3  houses  and  a 
small  light  engineering  works  in  the  Eagle  Tavern  Area,  and  the  Hall, 
Farm  and  Cottages  on  the  Burloes  Estate,  is  supplied  with  water  from 
the  chalk,  by  the  Roy st on  Water  Company  Ltd.,  by  a  piped  supply  of 
excellent  quality.  The  houses  at  Burloes  are  supplied  by  a  private 
piped",  sup  ply,  also  of  excellent  quality. 

Again,  as  in  previous  years,  water  was  carted  to  the  premises  in 
the  Eagle  Tavern  area  during  dry  spells. 

With  the  exception  of  the  houses  mentioned  above,  all  the  other 
houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  with  water  direct  from  the  mains 
to  the  houses. 

Bacteriolqgical  and  chemical  examinations  were  made  during  the 
year  and  analysis  shows  the  water  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  chemical  and 
bacteriological  condition  and  suitable  for  drinking. 


The  supply  to  domestic  and  other  premises,  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Nineteen  new  houses  built  by  private  enterprise,  and  seventy-four 
new  houses  built  by  the  Council  were  connected  to  the  sewage  system 
during  the  year. 

Refuse  Removal  and  Disposal 

The  cost  of  refuse  removal  and  disposal  for  the  year  amounted 
to  £2,866. 
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In  the  middle  of  the  year  the  Council  took  delivery  of  an  18 
cubic  yard  fore  and  aft  tipping  vehicle  for  refuse  collection  in 
order  to  cope  with  the  increase  in  refuse'  and  maintain  a  once 
weekly  collection  throughout  the  district. 

Maintenance  of  the  refuse  tip  was  continued  and  advantage  was  ' 
taken  to  seal  the  tipping  area  whenever  covering  material  was  available 
Treatment  by  spraying  with  insecticide  was  carried  qut  to  prevent  the 
breeding  of  flies. 

It  was  necessary  to  excavate  to  the  piped  portion  of  the  ditch 
under  the  tip  to  expose  broken  and  blocked  pipes  and  to  clear  and 
relay  with  new  concrete  pipes. 

Regular  baiting  and  poisoning  treatments  against  rat  infestation 
was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Rodent  Control 


At  the  end  of  March,  1958,- the  Council  withdrew  from  the  Joint 
Pest  Control  Scheme  with  the  Hitchin  and  Welwyn  Rural  District  Councils 
and  on  the  1st  April  commenced  their  own  scheme,  employing  one  of  their 
workmen  part  time  and  providing  the  necessary  equipment  and  materials. 

That  scheme  has  worked  satisfactorily,  and  the  following  work  was 
carried  out  during  the  nine  months  of  its  operation

There  are  15  Ice  Cream  premises,  together  with  3  selling  from 
vans  not  subject  to  registration  in  this  District.

There  is  also  a  factory  in  this  District  where  sweets  are 
manufactured.  This  is  a  branch  works  of  Messrs.  Barratt  &  Company  Ltd.

Dairies  (Registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949-54) 

There  are  four  milk  producers  in  the  District,  two  of  whom  are 
licensed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  for  the 
production  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

There  are  two  retail  purveyors  of  milk  in  the  District. 

Periodic  inspections  of  dairies  were  made  during  the  year. 

The  Council’s  area  is  part  of  the  Specified  Areas  Scheme  which 
requires  that  only  milk  of  Tuberculin  Tested  or  Pasteurised  types 
should  be  offered  for  sale. 

Two  Dealer’s  Licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  the  sale  of 
designated  milks  and  three  Supplementary  Licences  were  issued  for 
the  retailing  of  designated  milks  in  the  District  from  premises 
situated  outside  the  Urban  Area. 

Inspections  of  Registered  Food  Promises

During  the  year  172  inspections  were  made  to  the  premises 
enumerated  above,  and  to  other  food  premises  etc.,  532  visits  were 
made.  In  the  case  of  the  registered  premises,  there  is  nothing 
worthy  of  comment,  all  the  premises  being  of  a  good  standard  and 
well  maintained. 
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Educational  activity  in  connection  with  Foods 


There  have  been  no  activities  such  as  Lectures,  Clean  Food 
Guilds  and  so  on,  but  in  a  small  community  such  as  this  there  is  a 
close  personal  approach  between  the  Officers  and  the  food  handlers, 
and  a  good  deal  of  informal  advise  and  instruction  has  resulted  in 
a  steady  all-round  improvement  in  protection  of  food  in  storage, 
display  and  general  handling. 

Meat 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  District  and  no  slaughtering 
of  animals  was  carried  on  in  the  District  during  the  year. 

Meat  in  butchers  shops  and  fish  in  fishmongers,  has  been  inspected 
during  the  year.

The  various  requirements  under  these  Regulations  are  gradually 
being  enforced.  Washbasins,  sinks  with  hot  and  cold  water,  together 
with  the  necessary  cloths,  towels,  soap,  nail  brushes,  were  in  most 
cases  provided  in  the  preceding  year,  but  in  this  town  some  of  the 
premises  being  hundreds  of  years  old  do  not  lend  themselves  to  the 
twentieth  century  standard  of  food  hygiene.  Consequently,  some  firms, 
faced  with  comprehensive  alteration  of  premises,  have  been 
considering  the  acquisition  of  other  premises,  or  with  the  entire  or 
partial  rebuilding  of  their  present  premises.  A  certain  amount  of 
delay  is  thereby  occasioned,  but  the  general  picture  is  one  of  steady 
improvement.

SECTION  F 


Prevalence  of.  and  Control  over.  Infectious  and  other  Diseases 

For  the  year  1958,  the  total  notifications  of  acute  infectious 
diseases  (after  correction)  were:  Measles  217;  Acute  Pneumonia  2; 
and  Erysipelas  1. 

The  widespread  epidemic  of  Measles  occurred  in  the  month  of 
December  and  continued  into  early  1959.  There  was  no  report  of  any 
case  complicated  by  Pneumonia. 

Notification  of  Whooping  Cough,  as  compared  with  Measles,  has 
in  the  last  few  years  become  remarkably  infrequent,  suggesting  such 
illness  now  reduced  in  severity  to  a  marked  degree.  Although  it  is 
far  reaching  to  claim  such  reduction  to  be  wholly  due  to  recent 
adoption  of  vaccination  of  infants  against  pertussis,  the  measure 
continued  to  be  popularly  accepted  and  valued  by  mothers.  Also 
although  immunisation  procedures  against  both  Diphtheria  and 
Whooping  Cough  have  tended  to  be  overshadowed  by  the  recently 
introduced  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis,  there  WDuld  seem 
no  marked  falling  off  in  acceptance  by  mothers  of  infant  age 
children.
